A recent estimate of British strength in the 
Near East has been published in the semi- 
official Italian journal, Nelazioni fnter- 
nazionali, It places the total at 10 divisions, 
ectly armed and equipped. It is not an 
improbable figure, because it represents 
approximately half of that attributed for 
the total of the Weygand Army, formerly 
in being here—the French portion of which 
has now practically melted away. The area 
indicated as occupied by the ten British 
divisions comprises Egypt, Palestine, the 
Sudan, Aden, and thé Hadramaut, Kenya.
